missioner holds that 25 trout a man 
actually catches and takes into his 
hands constitutes the legal limit of 
trout for a day's catch. In view of 
this interpretation you are instructed 
to do what you can to have the fish- 
ermen understand same, and not 
make arrests under this provision, 
unless men persist, after warning, in 
taking into their hands small trout 
and releasing them, when you should 
make a full report to this office, giv- 
ing the details so that we can bnr.gr 
same to the attentio* of the Commis- 
sioner <?
